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Educators  to  Report  on  PC  Survey 

A  detailed  report  by  educators  charting  the  future  needs  of  Presby- 
terian College  will  be  presented  on  March  17. 

Representatives  of  the  controlling  Synods  of  Georgia  and  South 
Carolina,  serving  as  an  advisory  council,  will  assemble  at  PC  on  this 
date  to  receive  the  report.  They  were  appointed  last  year  by  the  moder- 
ators of  the  two  synods. 

The  study  toward  projecting  the  future  development  of  Presby- 
terian College  and  its  maximum  role  in  Christian  higher  education 
began  last  spring  under  the  supervision  of  six  distinguished  educators. 
They  visited  the  campus,  upon  invitation  of  the  College  administration 
and  trustees,  and  analyzed  various  phases  of  the  program  here.  Results 
of  their  survey  and  recommendations  are  now  compiled  into  a  final 
report.

Plans    Developed    for    Chapel-Auditorium 

Plans  for  Presbyterian  College's  new  chapel-auditorium  have  re- 
ceived approval  of  the  trustee  building  committee,  and  construction 
is   expected   to   get   underway   within   the   next   few   months. 

The  College  board  of  trustees,  at  its  regular  meeting  on  March  4. 
will   make   the   final   decision   on 
the   plans   and   arrangements   for 
starting    the    project. 

The  chapel-auditorium  was  a 
primary  objective  of  the  re- 
cently successful  development 
campaign,  through  which  more 
than  $1,030,000  was  raised  for 
PC.  Another  goal — a  new  stu- 
dent center — already  is  in  the 
process  of  fulfillment  as  con- 
struction moves  into  its  final 
months. 

Campus  plans  call  for  erecting 
the  chapel  -  auditorium  across 
the    plaza    from    the     library. 


Chemist  To   Lecture 

A  prominent  analytical  chem- 
ist will  visit  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege on  March  3-4  for  two  days 
of  lecture  and  consultation. 

The  PC  chemistry  department 
brings  Dr.  Clarke  E.  Bricker  of 
Princeton  University  to  the  cam- 
pus then  under  the  visiting  sci- 
entist program  of  the  American 
Chemical  Society,  sponsored  by 
the  National  Science  Foundation. 

Dr.  Bricker,  former  consult- 
ant in  the  Los  Alamos  scientific- 
laboratories  and  co-author  of  a 
popular  textbook  in  the  field, 
will  address  class  groups  and 
deliver  a  general  lecture  on 
"Everyday  Aspects  of  Analytical 
Chemistry".
